The ice was broken up into 
small fragments and the mtii were sent 
adrift on these, drenched and perishing 
All night the pale raged , and the floes 
wtre scattered more and more 
The ship could not start in quest of 
her men, not. knowing in what direction 
thev had been driven and it was not 
until Thursday afternoon that she could 
cruise among the floea on her sorrowful 
errand

groups of figures were discerned on the

Of the Greenland's crew ,48 or practi 
cally 23 per cent bf her entire comnanv,

snow covered them, for thev dared not 
walk about, fearing to fall through holes

Hunger added its /pangs to
